Peace In Near East Can Only 
Be Resolved By Lang-Ranga 
Planning; 
Jews 
And Arabs 
Have Mach To Offer Each 
Other; Sees Canal WHI Be (HR 
Of Date Ie 19 Years. 


WASHINGTON. — Newspaper­ 
men are supposed to report, not 
pontificate. 
But having recently 
returned from the Near East, and 
having a deep conviction that the 
future peace of the world is more 
at stake in this area than many 
realize, I set forth herewith a pro­ 
posed pattern for peace. It is not 
original. Parts of it have already 
been proposed by Erie Johnston, 
an indefatigable laborer for Near 
East peace, by Harry Truman, by 
E. 
M. 
Greenwood, and others. 
Here it la: 
The foundation for peaee in the 
Near East must ba based on two 
things: 
I. 
Arab-Jewish 
cooperation. 
Both 
races have 
attributes the 
other needs. The Jews have skill, 
know-how, energy, determination. 
The Arabs have oil, land, popula­ 
tion, 
a 
once-grest history now 
semi-bankrupted by corrupt lead­ 
ers, poverty-stricken people and 
colonial exploitation. 
They art 
both Semitic peoples, and as the 
chief rabbi of Israel, Isaac Her­ 
zog, told me in Jerusalem about 
a month ago, “the Arabs are our 
cousins. There is no reason why 
we cannot live together.” Re cit­ 
ed Isaiah 19th chapter, to show 
that the Jews, the Egyptians, and 
the Syrians would inherit the Near 
East. 
II. 
Reasonable guarantees for 
France and England and the West 
for ships transiting the Suez Ca 
nal and for their property and 
citizens 
in 
North Africa. 
The 
French and British have not a1 
ways been wise in North Africa; 
but economically they can give 
that area as much aa it eau give 
them. 
There should 
be mutua 
cooperation. 
The pattern for peace mutt be 
based upon these two foundations. 
Suez cannot be settled separate­ 
ly from Israel-Arab friction, as 
Secretary Dulles tried to do. The 
two are wrapped up together. Is­ 
rael knew that the minute Nasser 
had won his Suez argument he 
would attack Israel, so it attacked 
first. North Africa peace is also 
wrapped up in Suez. When Nas 
ser thumbs his nose at the French 
and British in Egypt it immedi 
ately affects the lives and safety 
of French and western citizens In 


Algiers and Morocco. It also af­ 
fects American oil in Saudi Arab­ 
ia. 
These problems cannot be dealt 
with in separate, airtight, diplo­ 
matic compartments as Dulles 
sought to do. They are inextric­ 
ably interwoven. 
To solve them 
I suggest th* following: 
A. U. N. police force, as pro­ 
posed by Canadian Foreign Min­ 
ister Lester Pearson to stop the 
fighting 
in Suez. 
This would 
strengthen the prestige of the bad­ 
ly wounded United Nations. 
B. 
Keep the Sinai peninsula 
under the U. N. indefinitely, as a 
canal zone, similar to the Panama 
Canal zone. Sinai is a hot, arid 
desert except for the canal, which 
the French built and the British 
supported. It could become a 
permanent, international zone un­ 
der the U. N. for the use of all na­ 
tions. 
C. Let the U. N. pay Egypt a 
regular rent for the Suez Canal 
Zone which would finance the As­ 
wan dam and improve the health 
and living standards of the im­ 
poverished Egyptian people. 
D. Set up a long-range develop­ 
ment corporation wider the United 
Nations to develop North Africa 
and the Near East for the benefit 
of their own peoples. 
This cor­ 
poration could borrow money from 
the World Bank, 
get matching 
funds from various interested gov­ 
ernments to do the following; 
I. Rebuild the irrigation system 
of the Tigris and Euphrates riv­ 
ers. Before knocked out by Tam­ 
erlane and his Mongol hordes, this 
irrigation system made what Is 
now Iraq one of th most prosper­ 
ous parts of the world, lf rebuilt, 
the area could take over many of 
the 900,000 Arab refugees dis­ 
located since the Arab-Israel war. 
I. Develop the irrigation of the 
Jordan river as proposed by Erie 
Johnston. 
This would also help 
settle more Arab refugees. 
S. Make plans for digging an­ 
other Suez Canal or alae laying 
two more pipelines. In IO years, 
so much oil will be used by west­ 
ern Europe that Suez will be com­ 
pletely out of date. 
Plans must 
be made now for the future.

North Africa needs European co­ 
operation but also wants political 
freedom. A loose United States of 
North Africa might give both. 


F. 
Divide Jordan up between 
Iraq and Israel. 
This unhappy, 
unsteady kingdom, created by the 
British as a buffer state and prop­ 
ped up by British subsidies and 


the British-trained Arab Legion, 
whose King Faisal is the cousin 
of King Hussein, with the other 
half, including the old city of Je­ 
rusalem, 
going 
to 
Israel to 
straighten 
out her border, 
the 
Near East would be far more 
stable. 


G. 
Finally a United 
Nations 
cultural 
exchange 
commission 
should be established to promote 
and encourage friendship between 
the Arab states and Israel, and 
between the Arab states and the 
West. 


The above pattern for peace, I 
recognize, will not be easy. 
But 
warfare over Suez has now given 
the excuse for a drastic, over all 
housecleaning 
and 
a complete 
new 
start. 
The 
alternative 
is 
long, 
bitter, 
intermittent war­ 
fare plus the risk of war touched 
off by the hatreds of the Near 
East that might spread through­ 
out the world.

Some residents favored by pass- 
ing the present Poplar street route 
and some favored a proposition 
proposed which could result in the 
rebuilding of Poplar street at no 
cost to the city but with the penal­ 
ty of losing parking space if this 
is done. 
Petitions 
bearing 710 
names asked the continuance of 
Route 13 through Harrisburg. 
At the conclusion of the discus­ 
sion, it was decided to invite a 
member of the highway division 
to come to Harrisburg and ex­ 
plain just exactly what the state 
could or would do in case the city 
decided upon one or the other of 
the proposals. 
The council members expressed 
the desire to be guided by the will 
of the people on the subject. 
Speak Against Poplar Plan 
Several spoke against the widen­ 
ing and improvement of Poplar 
street for the route. 
The Rev. W. L. Cummins, pas­ 
tor of the First Methodist church 
who said he was speaking for him­ 
self and not for the church, de­ 
clared he was against the high­ 
way going through Poplar, “with 
the city yielding its right-of-way 
to through traffic. All this traffic 
does 
is go right through 
your 
town.” 
E. Bishop Hill, a resident of East 
Poplar, said he believed the high­ 
way department wanted a wide, 
modern street “to get traffic thru 
town as fast as it can." 
He saw 
it turning into a speedway, and 
declared he saw no financial gain 
by the route going through the bus 
mess section. 
He also pointed to 
the acute parking problems. 
Petitions Presented 
Bernie Moore presented a peti 
tion bearing 500 names which ask­ 
ed that the route be continued 
through the city. Another petition 
asking the same, with 210 names, 
also was presented. 


“These names show that consid­ 
eration should be given to the peo­ 
ple who make the business places 
possible.” Moore said. “With less 
parking places as a result, I think 
it would be up to the city and the 
business men to provide parking 
areas.” 
Elmer Grisham of the Operating 
Engineers union opposed the Pop­ 
lar street program. 
“In the future,” he said, “it is 
planned that Route 13 will be a 
federal highway. 
I know this to 
be certain. 
To take parking off 
Poplar street would take places 
for about 200 places for cars. And 
every shade tree will be taken out. 
Charlie Skaggs, druggist on Pop­ 
lar, said he hadn’t found any busi­ 
nessman around him in favor of 
the proposal, speaking from the 
no-parking, angle. 
Up to City to Decide 
Guy Price, clerks union official, 
said he believed the city could get 
together with the board of super­ 
visors on securing present court 
house lawn space for parking. 
Mayor Gibbons said negotiations 
already were under way to see if 
this could be done. 
He also said the highway depart­ 
ment is not attempting to make 
the Poplar street program com­ 
pulsory—that it is strictly a mat­ 
ter for the city to decide. 
Others who opposed the plan 
were Lewis Fulkersorrand Wendell 
Bramlet.

Russian Moves in Hungary, 
Mid East Reminiscent 
Of Molotov-Stalin .Days 


By CHARLES M. MCCANN 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
It looks as if Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov is now directing Soviet 
Russia’s foreign policy. 
Russian moves in both the Hun­ 
garian and Middle Eastern situa­ 
tions are reminiscent of the days 
when the grim-faced Molotov and 
his master, Josef Stalin, were run­ 
ning things in Moscow. 
They represent an abrupt depar­ 
ture from the soft policy which 
Communist Party leader Nikita S 
Khrushchev and Premier Nikolai 
A. Bulganin sponsored after Sta­ 
lin’s death in 1953. 
Molotov strongly 
opposed this 
policy from the start. 
And from 
the Russian Communist viewpoint, 
events have proved him right. 
Molotov was Stalin’s man for 
many years. Every evil thing that 
Stalin did, Molotov had a part in. 
Molotov remained a “Stalinist” in 
his thinking after the master died. 
Mark of Molotov 
The world has been shocked by 
the brutal Russian suppression of 
the Hungarian revolt. That is the 
way it would have been done in 
the days when Stalin and Molotov 
were teamed up. 
The belligerent communications 
on the Middle Eastern situation, 
addressed to President Eisenhow­ 
er, 
British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Anthony Eden and French 
Pre 
mier Guy Mollet, bore the signa 
ture of Bulganin. 
But they were 
throwbacks to Stalin’s time. 
Nobody has ever accused Molo­ 
tov of being soft. 
Molotov was among the intellec­ 
tuals who engineered the Bolshe­ 
vik coup of 1917 in the name of 
Russiin workers and peasants. 
Molotov, now 66, was 27 then, 
and already a comer. Like Lenin 
and Stalin, he was ruthless. 
Record of Ruthlessness 
Molotov was premier, with Sta­ 
lin as general secretary of the 
Communist Party,, when millions 
of Russian farmers were deliber­ 
ately starved to death or sent to 
slave labor camps in the 1930s. 
Molotov was premier during the 
years of the terrible purges when 


millions of men and women who 
had been loyal Communists were 
executed or enslaved so that Stalin 
could consolidate his dictatorial 
power. 
Stalin took over the prime min­ 
istry in 1939 and Molotov became 
foreign minister. It was Molotov 
who signed the treacherous treaty 
with the 
German 
Nazis which 
smoothed the way for Hitler to 
launch World War II. 
It was Molotov, relieved from 
his duties as foreign minister and 
put in charge of Soviet Far East­ 
ern policy in 1949, who prepared 
the way for the Communist inva­ 
sion of South Korea. 
Molotov was brought back to the 
Foreign 
Ministry 
after Stalin’s 
death, then replaced last June 
People said then that Molotov 
was through. 
It looks as if they 
spoke*too soon.
